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Douglas, Ariz., Nov. I. 
be battle day in Douglas. 
With the Villa troops only a few 
hours’ distant from the border, ready 
to strike Agua Prieta at any hour, 
Douglas is crowded with sightseers. 
Every' hotel is filled to capacity and 
rooms at private houses are bringing 
premium prices from visitors, who 
hope to glimpse real soldiers in action 
at actual warfare. 
A great barbed wire fence marks 
the international border. 
Sightseers 
lined the fence all during the day, anx­ 
ious for the first sight of the attack­ 
ing raiders. 
Meanwhile the scene In this city is 
little short of remarkable, considering 
the fact that every person who enters 
Douglas is taking a great personal 
risk. 
Among all highways hundreds 
of automobiles carried crowds into the 
city, and the scene was not unlike 
that attempting a big automobile race 
meet or other sporting event, with 
with which northern people are famil­ 
iar. 
Betting on the outcome of the im­ 
peding battle is brisk in Douglas, with 
the odds favoring Carranza, in view 
of the fact that he is, in a manner, 
backed up by Hncle Sara. 
Brig. Gen. Thomas F. Davis, in com­ 
mand of the United States troops in­ 
trenched just north of the Mexican 
line, made a careful inspection of his 
men and their positions.
